War Department Beeldes to Send a Ulf 


Force at Once. 


Washington, Nov. 11.—The dispatch, 


of the army of occupation to Cuba, 
which was announced to begin Thurs- 
day from Savannah, has been delayed 
twenty-four hours. 
The quartermas- 


ter's department said that while there 
was urgent reason for the dispatch ol 
troops to Cuba at this time the no- 
tice was so short that it was not pos- 
sible to have a transport at Savannah 
in 'time for the shipment o£ troops 
Thursday. 


At the adjutant-general's office 
it 


was stated that the war department 
desired the army of occupation to be 
landed in Cuba at the earliest possi- 
ble moment. This is counter to the 
opinion of Gen. Miles and Gen. Wade, 
but it appears that the present diplo- 
matic tension between Spain and the 
United States has constrained the pres- 
ident to order the army to proceed to 
Cuba at once.

him this morning in as quiet a way as 
possible, informing Sir. Byrne that he 
was no attorney as ho had never passed 
the bar examination. 


District Attorney Jackson made the 


objection and the court sustained it on 
the 'grounds that as the 
municipal 


court was one of record, Mr. Byrne 
could not practice before it, as he was 
not a full fledged attorney. 


Mr. Byrne was fully equal to. the 


occasion, and after running his hands 
through his auburn locks

times he had the floor and

Paris, Nov. 11.—The decision of 


Spain on the question of accepting or 


• rejecting the terms of peace offered by 


the United States has not yet oeen 
made. 
Senor Montero Rios, the presi- 


dent of the Spanish, peace commission, 
recommends the abandonment of the 
negotiations. 
There are 
indications

N E G R O O F F I C E R S RESIGN. 


The White Taxpayun of the State Ha™ 


Taken the Helm i of 
Government 
In 


Their Own Hnndg—Newspaper Office 
Wrecked at Wilmington. 


Wilmington, N. C., Nov. 11.—Thurs- 


day was a day of terror in Wilming- 
ton. 
The white men of this city, in- 


furiated by the past1 acts of lawless- 
ness of the negroes, have taken tlifi 
law in their own hands and wreaked 
vengeance. The result, it is reported, 
is that sixteen negroes. have been kill- 
ed. 


Shortly after the negro newspaper 


office, 
the 
Record, wag burned, the 


negroes commenced to display a dis- 
position to create trouble. They be- 
gan to gather in one of their thickly 
populated sections of the city, and as- 
sumed a threatening attitude toward 
the whites. 
One mob fired upon a 


small number of white men, serrous- 
ly wounding one and slightly injuring 
two others. The whites returned the 
fire with a deadly volley, killing four 
negroes. 


As soon as the news of the shoot- 


ing became known the whites, 
in- 


furiated and utterly beyond the con- 
trol of their leaders, rushed in large 
numbers to the scene and engaging 
the negroes, killed four more of them! 
In the meantime the body of whites 
had instituted a diligent search for too 
leader of the mob that started 
the 


riot and who shot young Mayo. 
The 


negro was finally found secreted in a 
house. He was taken out and told to 
run for his life. 
He started off, but 


only advanced a few yards before his 
body was riddled with bullets. 


Next a'negro, named Tom 
Miller. 


and a white man, both of whom had 
taken a prominent part in inciting the 
negroes to riot, were .sought for and 
placed in jail. Five 
other 
negroes 


•were also incarcerated and banished 
from the city. 
; 


Up to this hour sixteen negroes have 


been reported killed and quite a num- 
ber wounded. 


Eighty-six armed white men arrived 


during the afternoon 
from 
Fayette- 


ville, a town eighty-three miles from 
this place. Military companies under 
orders from the adjutant general ot the 
state are expected from Maxton, Clin- 
ton, Pranklinton and Kinston. 


The board of aldermen (Rep. -Pop.), 


who have governed the affairs of this 
city for nearly two years, agreed to 
accede to the demand made upon them 
by the mass meeting of citizens, to va- 
cate their offices. 
Consequently, they. 


• including the 
mayor, 
resigned 
and 


their places were filled by white tax- 
payers. 


At this time the situation is (juiet, 


but how long it will remain sn is mere- 
ly a matter of 
conjecture. 
A large 


number of firearms have been captured 
from the negroes. 


The committee of twenty-five' men 


representing the 
mass 
meeting 
of 


white citizens in the execution of the 
provisions of resolutions adopted de- 
manding the departure of Editor Man- 
ley from the city and the removal of 
the Record plant, was to have received 
a definite" answer to its demantia from 
representatives of the negroes at 7 n. 
m. Thursday. Chairman A. M. Wad- 
dell was to report the answer to the 
white citizens in front of the Wilming- 
ton Light infantry armory at S o'clock. 


At the appointed hour more than 500 


determined white citizens,, consisting 
.of merchants, lawyers, preachers and 
doctors, well armed 
with 
revolvers, 


gathered at the armory, and Col. Wad- 
dell reported that he had received no 
answer from the negroes 
They wait- 


ed at the armory until almost 9 o'clock, 
hoping that an answer complying with 
their demands would be received, but 
none came. 
The men formed in line, 


four abreast, and started on the march 
to the Record office, in a thickly popu- 
lated negro settlement. 
As the Ion? 


column of armed men approached th-:; 
vicinity, large numbers of negroes— 
men, women and children—were seen 
fleeing this way and that in a perfect 
frenzy, and soon got 
under 
cover. 


When the column reached the building, 
a two-story frame structure, the men 
were halted and several advanced to 
the door. It was locked. A few blow; 
by stalwart men forced it open, and 
about twenty 
citizens entered, 
and 


within a very few minutes the whole 
plant was wrecked and 
the 
broken 


pieces pitched into the street. ' The 
windows of the house were broken out. 
As the numerous fragments were tossed 
into the street and the people recog- 
nized what they were, exultant shouts 
went up.

was shot at by negroes Wednesday 
night and run into his house. The ne- 
groes shot into the house of 
Mrs. 


Mclntyre, who was taking care of her 
sick daughter. Nobody was wounded. 
The negroes in the vicinity known as 
the "Flat Ham" district came running 
out and began shooting. 
They kept 


at it until the soldiers arrived. When 
the shooting began many women and 
children ran to Capt. Butler, company 
B. for protection. 


Things are in such a state that if

citizens say if something is not done 
before long there will be an outbreak 
and every negro.and operator will bo 
killed.

The fire caught among the oi'.s in'the 
tinning department and spread so rap- 
idly that some or the night force had 
barely time to get out of the burning 
mill. The destruction is total, all the 
machinery being more or less damaged.
